CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—Alleged stock 
inflation and manipulation, designed 
to turn over to the stockholders large 
sums of money without putting in the 
company’s records any reference of 
more than passing fair dividends, was 
the subject into which the Interstate 
Commerce Commission delved today 
at its continuation of the hearing, 
pending the suspension of the freight 
rates of western lines scheduled to 
take effect September 1. 

The stock manipulation feature of 
the inquiry was su ted by Com- 
missioner Clements, 4 was immedi- 
ately taken up by the commission at- 
torney, Frank M. Lyon, and Attorney 
Atwood of Kansas City, who appeared 
for the General Shippers’ Committee, 
which is fighting the increase. 

Controlier Bilauvelt of the Illinois 
Central Railroad was the witness from 
whom the disclosures which followed 
were obtained. 

Com er Clements called the 
witness’s attention to figures he had 
furnished on direct examination by the 
rallroad’s counsel. 

PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 

“You say, Mr. Blauveilt, that in. 1391 
your capital stock was $40,000, on 
2876 miles of road, and in 1910, on only 
about 1700 miles more, it was %199,000,- 
000. Also, that in 1891 the bonded in- 
debtedness was only $62,000,000, while 
in 1910 it had reached $176,000,000, 
Why is this?”

An announcement came from 
Ptint, Mich., today that the Buick 
Automobile Company, the backbone of 
the General Motors Company. had 
been reorganized with the -aid of, Bos- 
ton capital, and was teady to proceed 
with work on its 1911 output. 

Charlies W. Lash, formerly general 
superintendent of the Durant Dort 
Carriage Company, a W. C. Durant 
concern, today was appointed general 
manager of the Buick company, The 
names of the Boston capitalists were 
not given, but in Detroit, ip a quar- 
ter close to the General Motors inter- 
ests, it is stated that he negotiations 
have not hpen completed, and that the 
reorganization is yet to come. 

The Flint story is a matter of fact, 
but is an apparent effort to boost, as 
it is to stave off a crisis. Instead of 
being reassuring, it conveys the im- 
pression that General Motors has 
averted a stupendous crisis in the at- 
tomobile business or one is yet im- 
pending. 

Detroit statements regarding the 
matter tend to confirm the latter view. 

Flint announcement says: 

“The fina) step in the adjustment was 

taken Friday in Boston, when the par-

Better Machine for Less Money Being 
Built by Auto Manufacturers. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—An inter- 
esting tabulation of the average auto- 
mobile prices si 1903, prepared by 
the American Automobile Association, 
shows that prices rose from 1903 to 1907, 
but since that time the price has gradu- 
ally declined. 
This deciine, according to Yhe asso- 
ciation, has not been brought about by 
any radical reduction im the price of 
motor cars, but by the great Increase In 
the manufacture and sale of machines 
selling for $1500 or less. 

In the early days of the industry a 

car selling for $1600 was rare, while 

the greater number of machines i 

for under that figure. 

The figures show that the trend in 

manufacturing has been to give more 

each year for less money. There has 
been a tremendous increase in the mak- 
ing of what are termed moderate-priced 
cars, a normal and healthy increase in 
the number of higher priced machines. 

From $1132.37, as the average price [tn 

1903, the average ran up to $2137.56 in 

1997. and eince that it has decreased 

until the first six months of 1910 shows 

$1545.82 as the average price.

Thanksgiving Day Named 
for Road Event. 


‘Sadie Monica’s Sanction Is 
Asked by Dealers. 


Greatest Affair of Kind Is 
Promised, 


SANTA MONICA, Sept. 19.—The 
question of holding the Santa Monica 
automobile road race on Thanksgiving 
Day, under the auspices of the - 
censed Motor Car Dealers of Los An- 
geles, received consideration at the 
hands of the, City Council tonight. A 
letter was read asking the codpera- 
tion of the Council and the use of the 
Nevada-Ocean avenue course, and of 
the city’s entire number of taxpayers, 
Sherman Page alone was present to 
enter a protest. He was opposed to 
the use of any municipal funds in con- 
nection with the races and said he 
would resort to the courts if any at- 
tempt was made to take public funds 
for* the encouragement of the races. 
Leon T. Shettler and Dick Ferris were 
present to state that no financial aid 
was asked from the city, although the 
races would be worth many thousands 
of dollars to the city, as an advertise- 
ment. Councilman Balsley of the Com- 
mittee on Streets said that as chair- 
man of that committee, he proposed 
to place Nevada avenue in _ proper 
condition, and\was in favor of the 
races. Other members of the Council 
were also in favor of the meet. Carl 
Schader, who said he was the city’s 
fourth heaviest taxpayer, said emphat- 
ically that he was in favor of the meet 
hg — donate $100 toward promot- 
ng it. 

The disposition of the Council will 
be to police the course and place the 
road in proper condition, provided the 
property owners and taxpayers signify 
their desire to have the meeting held 
here. For the purpose of feeling the 
taxpayers’ pulse on this subject, the 
following committee was appointed by 
President Dow. This committee will 
submit its report to the Council next 
Monday night: J. J. Seymour, L. B.

An examination of the wound at 
the Receiving Hospital resulted in Dr. 
Wright stating that the wound, though 
slightly irregular, was undoubtedly 
made by a bullet of about 44 or 4- 
caliber. . 

As no one had approached Gastelum 
after he had scated himeelf, the sup- 
position advanced that he might have 
been stabbed by a _ three-corn 
stiletto or a round piece of dron sharp- 
ened to a point, was rejected.

IGNS OF PROGRESS. 

Having decided to get a new navy, by way of 
America, and having adopted a number of reforms 
which show that it is emerging from its dark age, 
China is about to pardon Kang Yu Wei, the leader 
who showed it some of the light and in so doing 
found his greatest enemy, the late Empress Dow- 
ager. Nothing better illustrates the advancement 
of the country nor the wonderful change that has 
come over it since the days the allies marched to 
Peking. 

Kang Yu Wei informed himself on European 
modes a decade or so ago, shortly after Li Hu 
Chang was numbered among the dear depa 
The young Chinese Emperor, who was allowed to 
occupy the throne till the Dowager Empress con- 
sidered it desirable to remove him, became inter- 
ested and invited Kang Yu Wei to spend a few 


week-ends' at the imperial palace. The reformer 


seemed to be in a good way to getting the yellow 
peacock feather when he received instead a hastily 
written epistle of the dime-novel order, “fly, all is 
discovered,” or words to that effect. 

__Possessing a friend on the throne proved fortu- 
nate for Kang Yu Wei. He managed to escape, but 
the Dowager Empress, who had tumbled to his‘ lit- 
tle game, got some of his disciples, Off with their 
heads, she exclaimed, and soon they were minus 
quantities. If Kang Yu Wei hadn't got away suc- 
cessfully he certainly would have come in for the 
punishment of the thousand cuts, or something 


equally barbarous and deadly. However, thanks to 


the warning of his pal, the Emperor, he safely 
reached the coast where he obtained sanctuary on 
a British warship. A little later he made the Amer- 
jean tour which enabled him to become ted 
with our up-to-date methods of doing things. But 
all the while he was in this country he had the shiv- 
ery sensation Which comes from knowing that some 
one is waiting to dig a knife into you. A big re 
ward was offered for him, alive or dead; the Dow- 
ager, Empreas didn’t care which, so long as she got 

It seems, however, that Kang Yu Wei wasn’t born 
to be beheaded. The Dowager Empress was called 
to another world and the reformer returned to the 
Orient, though not to Peking; for he still was a man 
with a price upon his head. Several Grand Coun- 
cillors are now urging the Prince Regent to pardon 
consen 

This fact, in common with many others, looks as 
if the Far Eastern giant, that has been asleep for 
centuries, is awakening.

TEAM AND ELECTRICITY. 
For a hundred years steam held the lead as a 
motive power. Then electricity became its formid- 
able rival, for use on railroads and in factories at 
any point within a radius of from twenty to fifty 
miles of a cataract. Steam, however, still ruled the 
ocean and will continue to rule it, unless Edison 
or some other inventor shall develop a method by 
which electrical energy can practically and econom- 
ically be extracted from the atmosphere. A R'1- 
sian engineer has now demonstrated that a low- 
pressure turbine can be hitched to a compound con- 
densing engine, thereby increasing the power of 
steam from fuel consumption 150 per cent. As 1200 
pounds of crude oi] are equivalent to 2000 pounds 
of coal, it will readily’ be seen that the necessity 
for ¢oaling stations will soon disappear, for a 
steamer plying between Pacifie and Orient ports 
can generate in her boilers with one ton of crude 
oi] as much steam as now requires the use of four 
tons of coal. 

On the land steam will regain its ancient as- 
cendency over electricity, except in localities where 
electrical energy can be obtained without the use 
of fuel. There are few such localities on this Coast 
and only one at an ocean seaport and that one is 
Los Angeles. To the extent of 100,000 horse power 
that will be furnished by the Owens River aque- 
duct, electrical power can be generated here cheaper 
than steam power, but not much cheaper, for fuel 
oil can be bought here at a cost equivalent to $2 per 
ton for coal. 

Every manufactured article for which a demand 
exists in Asia, and—when the Panama Cana! shall 
be completed—in the Mississippi Valley, and for 
the making of which the raw materia] exists on this 
Coast,.can be made in Los Angeles and landed at 
its ultimate destination cheaper than at any eastern 
point that is west of the Mississippi River.

shop and cheap money, and our advantages of cli- 
mate and soil, it is not an unwarranted prediction 
to say that Los Angeles will within five years con- 
tain 1,000,000, and, within fifteen years, 2,000,000

The experiment of heav- 
ily oiling the lower Course of rock 
proved a failure, but the road has now 
been reconstructed and much im- 
proved. The experiment was on & 
small scale and did not involve the 
county in a serious expense.

“An examination of the ‘Pacoime 
quarry.a@nd of the limitatiors of the 
good rock as indicated by the quarry 
operations, show that the property con- 
tains, in available position, more than 
sufficient rock for the purpose of the 
+highways. 

“Up to the of June, 1919, 
tons of crushed rock had been fuf- 
nished by the Pacoima plant. The 
Plant ts scheduled to furnish In all 
318,910 tons more: to complete its quota 
of erushed rock. 

“It was alleged that the air com- 
pressor plant is too large. This claim is 
unspported by the facts. It seems 
necessary for the completion of the 
roads in reasonable time that the Pa- 
coima plant should have a capacity of 
500 tons per shift. Granted that this fs 
true, then the compressor plant as in- 
stalled is, if anything, too small, and 
not too large, as alicged.” 

LOW FOR ROCK. 

The engineers presented figures which 
show that the cost of producing rock 
in this quarry is about 55 cents a ton, 
or 2 cents a ton more than the cost 


of similar proavection by rallroads 
which have much f.ner and more costly 
machinery. 


“Compared with this cost of 62 cents 
per ton for crushing trap rock, the 
Pacoima cost of 65 cents with a plant 
that has not fully settled down to its 


work, is promising of very good re- 
sults,” is the comment of the engli- 
neers.

“While the Highway Commission is 
free from any charge of dishonesty, 
and in our opinion the commission is 
mot responsible for what we believe 
to have been the chief cause of com- 
piaint. namely, the delay in installing 
and getting to operation the Pacol- 
ma quarry plant, it can not be acquit- 
ted of the change that in the early 
part of the work its chief engineer 
lacked experience to qualify him for 
the management of so great a preject, 
nor that it was hampered by politi- 
ye aillances in the conduct of its af- 
aire. 

“Wherefore, the @ontinuation in office 
of the present members of the’ High- 
way Commission, in the judgment of 
your committee, is not advisable and 
they should, as public spirited citizens, 
tender their resignation for the interest 
of the good road movement. 

“For the same reasons, the Advisory 
Committee, through the active mem- 
bers thereof, for some time past hav- 
ing ceased to act in the capacity for 
which it was organized, and being now 
merely an inquisitorial committee, with 
a keen edge for business and being 
affected by political purposes, your 
committee believes it ought also to be 
retired, and that in lieu of such High- 
way Commissiun andesuch Advisory 
Committee, three men of affairs, strong 
enough to be thoroughly independent 
of any political party, or any section 
of a political party, should be installed 
as a Highway Commission and the 
Board of Supervisors ovght to modify 
the relationship between the Highway 
Commiasion and its own body *@ as to 
give the new Highway Commission aos 
plenary powers as the law will possibly 
permit, and steps ought to be taken at 
the next session of the Legislature to 
cause such amendments to ‘the present 
law to be put in motion as will «till 
further enlarge the powers of the High- 
way Commission.
